Nashville, Tenn., June 2,—In the 
arrest here of Dr. J. H. Grable, relig­ 


ious propagandist, federal authorities, 


assisted by the local secret service 


division, have unearthed a scheme for 
the evasion of the selective draft law 
that may be nation-wide in its ram ifi­ 
cations. 
Dr. Grable was arrested on 
the charge of offering im m unity to 
men between the draft ages through 
a plan that would make them appear 
ar< '‘conscientious objectors” to all 
forms of w arfare, and thereby aiding 
in evading the provisions of the act. 
r This imm unity was to be afforded 
to those subscribing to Dr. G rable’s 
plans by placing them in the position 
of bona fide members of a certain re 
ligious order, notorious for its radical 
beliefs. T heir membership, according 
to Dr. G rable‘s scheme, would have 
made them seem to ’have been mem 
bars of this order before the selective 


draft law became effective, although 
Dr. Grable has plied his liveliest busi­ 
ness in “im m unities” with the ap­ 
proach of regtstration day. 
| In Dr. Grable the federal officials 
are convinced that they have to deal
